Pahokee budget projects no 
hike in property taxes for residents

Officials in Pahokee are 
hoping to hold the line on 
property taxes in the city 
while expanding police and 
fire budgets and the recre- 
ation budget. The current 
budget does not include

City . Manager Ken 
Schenck said it will take a 
couple of more weeks before 


the budget is finalized, but 
a budget Workshop Monday 
night tentatively sets: the 
proposed budget at $2.9 million 
and the millage rate at 7.63. 
Mr. Schenck said the city 
will make several improve- 
ments with grant funds 
they are expecting next 
year, including a $39,000 
Department of Transpor- 
tation grant that will pro- 
vide city beautification and 


a $750,000 grant that will 
provide a new filtration sys- 
tem at the water plant. The 
city has also been awarded 
a $100,000 grant from the 
Department of Environ- 
mental Protection and 
anticipates another $100,000 
grant from Inland 
Navigation. Mr. Schenck 
said that money will be 
used to build 16 new boat 
slips at the marina.

It is the only symptom of a con- 
dition called essential tremor 
and one of four common symp- 
toms of Parkinson’s disease. 
Essential tremor is the most 
common neurological move- 
ment disorder in the United 
States. It afflicts at least 1 mil- 
lion Americans, most over 45 
years old. Although it runs in 
families, its cause is unknown. 
Parkinson’s is a progressive 


and degenerative neurological 
disease’ that affects about 


* 500,000 Americans. 


“Essential tremor can be 
even more disabling than 
Parkinson's disease tremor,” 
says Mayo neurologist Dr. 
Ryan Uitti, “because the shak- 
ing is more prevalent when the 
patient is doing something. It 
can get to the point where pêo- 
ple can't write or feed them- 
selves." (In Parkinson's dis- 
ease, the tremors often dimin- 
ish with activity.) 

Medications can control 
tremors, but they don't work 
for everyone and can lose their 
effectiveness over time. The 
only other treatment until now 
as a delicate surgical procedure 
called thalamotomy to destroy 
part of the thalamus, one of the 
brain' message-relay centers.

Women, working and breast-feeding 


Women who return to the 
workplace after having babies 
are just as likely to breast-feed 
as their counterparts who stay 


home,-a new University of - 
. Florida study finds. 


*Women who make it a prior- 
ity to pursue careers in addi- 
tion to motherhood iare often 
well-eddcated; and we know 
that breast-feeding rates go up 
with higher éducation levels,” 
said Teresa Smith, who did the 
research for her doctoral: dis- 
sertation in-sociology at UF. 

Smith asked 150 mothers 
who had just given birth at 
Forsyth Memorial-Hospital in 
Winston-Salem, N.C., whether 
they planned to breast-feed or 
bottle-feed their infants. Sixty- 
one, percent of the women 
expecting to work full time in 
the next few months intended 
to breast-feed, compared with 
50 percent of those returnipg 
part time and 54 percent of 
those staying home. 

Breast-feeding rates were 


even higher for women who, 


were the family's primary 
breadwinner or’ who shared 


this role with their husbands or 
partners. Seventy-eight per- 
cent of these mothers breast- 
fed, the study found. 

“Women with careers that 
allow them to'be the primary 
earners in a household are 
probably especially well-edu- 
cated and likely to have careers 
as opposed to jobs," she said. 

Until now, little has been 
known how labor force partici- 
pation affects breast-feeding, 
Smith said. 

"The lack of studies is sur- 
prising, considering that the 
recent dramatic increase in the 
number of mothers of small 
children in the work force has 
coincided with a decline in 
breast-feeding rates," she said. 

The UF study found women 
most likely to breast -feed were 
white, older, better educated 
and married. or living with a 
partner. Women whose mothers 
supported breast-feeding chose 


that method 97 percent of the, 


time, and women whose hus- 
bands or partners approved 
chose breast-feeding 84 percent 
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of the time. 

"Interestingly, living with a 
partner made a big difference," 
said Smith. “Women who were 
married or living, with a man 
were much more likely to 
breast-feed than single women, 
even if the single woman had a 
partner.” In fact, women who 
lived with their partners were 
more than twice as likely to 
breast-feed as those not: living 
with a partner. 

Smith would like to see 
breast-feeding promoted in 
public education campaigns, 
much like those for childhood 
immunizations and use of child 


safety seats in cars. In the UF 
study, more than one-third of 
the mothers who chose breast- 
feeding made the choice before 
they became pregnant.

on transportation bill

Did you drive your car today? Did you drive 
on a side road, or did you use the Interstate? Did 
you cross a bridge? If you did not drive, perhaps 
you took the;ttain? Or maybe you flew from one 
city to another? Even if you flew or took a train, 
you probably drove on a road to get there. 

Whatever mode you took, you probably made 
use of our state's highway transportation sys- 
tem. Right now, Congress is considering key leg- 
islation that will have great impact on the roads 
you drive on, and will greatly affect our state's 
transportation system in the 21st Century. 
Congress must take action on the legislation, 
called the Intermodal Surface Transportation 
Efficiency Act (ISTEA), by Sept. 30 or federal 
highway funding for Florida (and other states) 
could be delayed, In Florida, that amounts to 
more than $830 millipn a year. 

The need to increase federal transportation 
funding and the impact that could have on 
transportation projects in the Miami area and 
throughout Florida is thé main reason that key 
members of Cóngress met in Miami on July 14 
with Governor Lawton Chiles and Metro Dade 
County officials, and Florida Transportation 
Assistant Secretary Nick Serianni. Meeting 
with the Florida delegation were Bud Shuster, 
R-Pa., chairman of the House Transportation 
and Infrastructure Committee, and James 
Oberstar, D-Mn., the committee's ranking 
Democrat, along with Corrinne Brown, а, mem- 
ber of the committee. Л 

Our state's transportation system is funded 
primarily through revenues generated whef 
motorists pay gasoline taxes. Some of those tax- 
es are funneled into our state system, while oth- 
ers go into the federal government. The money 
the federal government receives frem the feder- 
al gas tax is pumped back into each state to be 
utilized to make needed transportation 
improvements, which, in turn, improve driving 
conditions. x 

There is a bump in the road that Congress 
must address in the years ahead. Our nation's 
infrastructure is deteriorating and bécoming 
more congested, primarily because of inade- 
quate funding. Congréss now has the chance to 
do something about it - by gréatly increasing 
the amount of federal money approved for 
transportation.

The effects of El Nino

‘At first; glance, Dr. William 
Gray's latest hurricane forecast 
appears to be good news. After 


all, . the Colorado State 
University professor is predict- 
ing fewer hurricanes for the 
1997 season. 

Gray now believes there will 
be a total of 11 named storms, 
six hurricanes and two intense 
huricanes. The updated -fore- 
cast reflects one less hurricane 
and one less intense hurricane 
than his earlier predictions 
issued in April and June. 

One less hurricane is always 
good news. But, there's a catch. 

Dr. Gray thinks a very strong 
El Nino will help reduce tropi- 
cal activity. Yet, that same El 
Nino could send some storms to 
higher latitudes and perhaps

El Nino is the name fisher- 
men have given {о the warming 
of the equatorial waters of the 
Pacific. The 1997 El Nino is one 
of the strongest since the 
record Е! Nino in 1982-83. 

When ап El Nino is present, 
water temperatures warm one 
to two degrees Celsius more 
than normal in the eastern 
tropical Pacific. The rise in sea 
surface temperatures causes 
strong upper tropospheric 
winds to blow in a westerly 
direction from the Pacific to the 
tropical Atlantic, These winds 
typically act to shear off devel- 
oping hurricanes. 

However, the very strong 
winds produced by the El Nino 
may actually help shift hurri- 
cane formations from tropical 
regions near West Africa north- 
ward to the Atlantic Basin, 
putting storms at higher lati- 
tudes and closer to the United 
States. 

That's because El Nino pro- 
duces strong upper-level winds 
at lower latitudes that help 
block African-origin storms. 
While doing so, the El Nino 
also creates weaker upper-level 
westerly winds at higher lati- 
tudes. 

These. higher-latitude winds 
are less able fo thwart hurri-
